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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to application filed on January 22, 2004, 2003. Claims 1- 
3 are now pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Instant claims recite vinylic polymer having at least one nitrogen atom in a molecular 
side chain and/or a molecular skeleton. If the nitrogen atom were to be in the molecular skeleton, 
the polymer may not be alluded to as a vinylic polymer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Shah (US 4,462,665). 

Prior art to Shah concerns polymer blends capable of forming hydrogels that are 
optically clear. The blends comprise vinyl lactam polymer or copolymer with water insoluble 
copolymer of a hydrophobic ethylenically unsaturated monomer, an ethylenically unsaturated 
monomer containing an acid group and optionally, a hydrophilic ethylenically unsturated 
monomer free of acid groups (abstract). A composite article comprising the optically clear blend 
is disclosed (column 2, lines 1-37). Films and sheets of the hydrogel-forming blends may be 
bonded to substrates using heat-pressure mold. Working example 1 discloses a 4 mil thick 
polymer blend attached to a sheet of water resistant copolymer and pressed between plates at 
150°C under pressure to form a laminate for high clarity contact lens applications (working 
examples, claim 1). 

It is the examiner's position that the polar carboxylic acid groups on one polymer are 
inherently capable of interacting with the amide linkage of vinyl lactam polymer or copolymer 
via hydrogen bonding thus producing pseudo-crosslinked resin. Thus, the instant claims are 
anticipated by the prior art.
